THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD.

BY SCHUYLER COLFAX,
VICE-PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES,

Midway acrosa the continent—at the head of
twelve hundred miles of Lake navigation—a thou-
sand miles from Bamalo, the western terminns of
the Erie Canal, and as near to it by water as Chicago
—a hundred miles west of the longitude of St. Lounls
or Galena—I8 the young city of Duluch, the iniual
point of the Northern Pacific Rallroad, That
great work, so maguificently endowed by the Gov-
ernment, £ already being pushed rapldly westward,
under its energetic controllers ; and before the snow
files next fall, it will be complated to the western
line of M unesota, where it crosses the HRed
River of the North—which runs northward to Lake
Winnipeg—and one-elghth of I8 distance to the
Pacific Ocean will have been accomplished. Com-
mencing, too, this season on It western line, the
work will he prosecuted from both directlons, and
long before the nation celcbrates it8 Centennial An-
niversary of Independence, the Lakes will be united
by iron bands with that Mediterranean of our North-
west—Fuget Sound,

Of the auspicious influence of this enterprise,
which but a few years ago would have been consi-
dered 8o daring, the most sanguine of its friends
have scarcely yet a full realization, Even taking
Chicago as the starting point, it will be (via St
Paul, where an arm of the Northern Pacilic Rall-
road !s reached) two hundred miles less distance to
Puget Sound than to San Francisco, Besides this,
vessels from the Golden Gate to China sall on what
is called the grand circle, Instead of In & straight
line; and any one testing this by a string on &
globe will be surprised at the result, if they have
not previously studied the effect of the rotundity of
the earth, and its diminished protuberance as yon
go northward towards the Pole. llence, when they
have salled eight hundred miles from San Francisoco,
they are only cne hundred miles from the entrance
to Puget Sound; and this siriking fact shows the
advantages this route will have in commandiog the
through tramc of Asia with onr Atlantic States, or
that portion of it which will pass over the soll of this
nation on its road to Europe.

Nor is this all. Development |s the great duty of
the repubiic, arter all its recent trials, Resources
are the gift of the Creator., 'Developing them de-
pends on the work of man. Along the line of the
Rorthern Pacific Rallroad, as It follows up the
water-courses, the Missour! and the Yellowstone on
this side, and descends by the valley of the Colum-
bhia on the other, & vast pody of agricnltural land is
walting for the plough, with a climate almost ex-
gctiy the same 8s that of New York, except that,
with less snow, oattle, in the larger portion of it,
can subsist on the open rapge in winter. Here,
if climate and fertility of soll prodoce
thelr natural result, when raliroad facilities open
this now isolated region to settiement, will soon be
seen wavipg grain-flelds, and happy homes, and
growing towns; while ultimately a cordon of pros-
pereus Stawes, teeming with population, and rich ia
ingustry and consequent wealth, will ocoupy that
now undeveloped and almost inaceessible portion of
our continental area.
